So Important was it to his prospects that the
Btate should be carried by the Republicans,
and especially that it should ratify negro suf-
frage, that he spent several weeks in Ohio
coungelling his friends and manipalating the
wires. Under any circumstances, a candidate
who cannot carry his own State has a slim
chanos in a nominating convention. But when
the principle with which Le iz most identified
has just been overwhelmingly repudiated by
his State, and the whole parly has been de-
ented on the extreme ground be occupies,
here i8 an end, we suppose, of all Lis
hinuces.
